Lest night, military communiques 
broadcast by Damascus Radio’ said 
three Syrians, including an officer, 
were killed and a fourth was wound- 
ed in yesterday's artillery and tank 
duels. Shortly before they erupted 
at 10.05 a.m, two Israeli warplanes 
attacked Syrian positions on Mount 
Hermon but failed to inflict any 
losses, it was added.

Beirut papers following Libyan 
affairs expressed the belief that 
Gaddafi! was indeed pushed aside. 
They noted that members of the 
ruling RCC had been for long em- 
bittered with their leader's impul- 
sive policies which often ended in 
quarrels with various states, includ- 
ing Egypt.

PARIS, — President Nixon flew 
pack tc Washington yesterday after 
a two-day visit here during which 
he attended a memorial service for 
President Georges Pompidou and 
held talks with world leaders In- 
cluding a two-hour session with 
President Nikolai Podgorny of the 
Soviet Union. 

Almost as scon as the 50-minute 
Memorial service on Saturday in 
Notre Dame Cathedral was over — 
attended by monarchs, presidents, 
Prime ministers and government of- 
ficials from 68 countries —- the West- 
ern leaders plunged into a round of 
talks. 

Nixon and ‘Podgorny met fn the 
second floor dining room of the U.S. 
Embassy yesterday morning for a 
working breakfast during which they 
reportedly had “far-reaching dis- 
cussions" on the talks Nixon is to 
have, with Soviet leaders in Moscow, 
probably in June. 

The two heads of state also dis- 
cussed U.S.-Soviet relations, trade, 
the Strategic Arms Limitations 
talks and reviewed the situation in 
the Middle East, according to Gen. 
Alexander Haig, White House chief 
of staff, 

Haig sald that “the primary topic 
was the Moscow summit. The Soviet 
side appeared to be pleased with

Boy dies 
in bus 
blast

Four terrorist acts, in one of 
which a boy was killed, were re- 
ported during the weekend, bring- 
ing to six the number of such in- 
cidents since Thursday. 

4A mine placed in a bus on Fri- 
day afternoon exploded in Zichron 
Yaacov, fatally injuring a 12-year- 
old boy and wounding four other 
passengers. Early Thursday morn- 
ing, six masked men barged into a 
Gaza citrus packing plant, locked 
up the guards and set fire to the 
place. On Saturday night, a fire 
was set at the Histadrut offices in 
East Jerusalem. Last night a small 
time-bomb was found in downtown 
Jerusalem, opposite the Bank of 
Israel, 

Security forces, in the meantime, 
have uncovered a Fatah terrorist 
cell In the Tulkarm area, which is 


‘believed to have been responsible 


for laying the explosive charge that 
caused only slight damage in Tel 
Aviv’s Hamashbir department store 
on Thursday. Explosives were found 
in the possession of the four sus- 
pects.

Jordan's King Hussein said yester- 
day that he and Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat have reached full 
agreement on a common policy re- 
garding the forthcoming stages of 
the Geneva Middle Hast peace talks. 
Hussein made the statement to “Al- 
Ahram" which interviewed him as he 
left Alexandria on Saturday after 
three days of talks with Sadat. 


The statement indicated that the 
Jordanian monarch has won Sadat's 
support for Amman’s claim over the 
West Bank against that of the ter- 
rorist movement.

Opec aid for

GENEVA (UPI). — The world's ; 


major oil-producing countries de- 
cided yesterday to establish a spe- 
cial fund to supply soft-term loans 
to deevloping countries hit by the 
inerease in oil prices. 


Iran said that it would provide - 


$150m. a year to the fund — one 
per cent of its estimated oil reve- 
nue for 1974. 

The fund will be financed by 
voluntary contributions and admin- 
istered by a special institution set 
up by the Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (Opec), Iranian 
Finance Minister Jamshid Amouze- 
gar said after a meeting of Opec 
ministers here. 

Amouzegar, who is cahirman of 
the meeting. said the fund would 
begin operations as soon as its 
statutes had ben ratified by seven 
of Opec's 12 member-countries. 

The Opec countaries are Abu 
Dhabi, Algeria, Ecuador, Indonesia, 
_Iran, Iraq, Kuwait, Libya, Nigeria, 
|Qatar, Venezuela and Saudi Arabia. 
said contributions 
would be voluntary because some 
"Opec members, like Indonesia, had 
very large populations but smal) oil 
incomes, whereas others had small 
populations and big oil revenues. 

The loans would be “on soft and 
concessional terms" over periods 
ranging from 25 to 35 years. 

“I am very happy to announce 
that we decided unanimously on the 
establishment of this special devel- 
opment fund," said Amouzegar. 

Iran's contribution of $150m. an- 
nually “is a lesson to advanced 
countries, which promised one per 
cent of their gross national product 
to aid developing countries but have 
never done so.”

PRESS ATTACKS COMMISSION 


‘Agranat report biased 
and discriminatory’ 


Jerusalem Post Staff 

The Agranat Commission re- 
pert caused widespread comment 
in the Hebrew press on Friday, 
with many articles coming out 
with severe criticism of the Com- 
mission's findings. One of the 
most scathing attacks on the 
Commission came from Hanna 
Zemer, the editor of the Hista- 
drut-Labour : daily “Davar," who 
charged it with “shocking bias, 
favouritism and unfair discrimi- 


Asserting that the Commission 
applied different yardsticks to De- 
fence Minister Moshe Dayan and to 
former Chief of Staff David Elezar, 
Mrs. Zemer writes: “What bothered 
me in the Commission's report was 
not its operative conclusions that 
one has to go and the other can 
remain. I was shocked by the atti- 
tude of outrageous bias which led 
the Commission to reach this con- 
elusion and which is followed 
throughout the report.” 

She cites as example that while 
Rav-Aluf Elazar is severely critici- 
zed for not having, proposed a call- 
up of the reserves'one week before 
the Yom Kippur War broke out, 
or at least on Friday October 5, 
the Defence Minister — who had 
access to the same intelligence in- 
formation — is not charged with 
anything of the sort. Moreover, 
when the Chief of Staff proposed 
total mobilization on Saturday 
morning when the outbreak of thé 
war was imminent, while Dayan 
was opposed to a general call-up 
of the reserves — an issue which 
was decided by the Prime Minister 
who supported Elazar’s proposal. — 
there is not a word of criticism oF 
negative comment regarding Dayan. 

According to Mrs. Zemer, Dayan's 
moral position and authority are 
shaken beyond repair, because part 
of the public, and particularly some 
of the persons whom he has to send 
to life or death, have lost their faith 
in him. Dayan can no longer hold 


the Defence portfolio and has to go, 
just as the late Levi Eshko] had to 
relinquish the Defence Ministry fon 
the eve of the Six Day War, when 
Dayan took over from him): when 
Part of the public and his own 
party had lost faith in him. . 


Shalom Rosenfeld, one of the edi- 
tors of “Ma’ariv," writes on the 
other hand that the attacks on the 
Commission amount to a “lynching.” 
He warned that this kind of un- 
restrained criticism was undermino- 
ing Israel's judiciary, which to this 
day had been held in highest re- 
gard. If there was any political 
responsibility for the war, a matter 
with which the Agranat Commis- 
sion does not deal, it should de col- 
lective responsibility of the entire 
Government, which has been estab- 
lished by the law, and not Minis- 
terial responsibility that had never 
been clearly defined in Israel, he 
held. 


Information Minister Shimon 
Peres, speaking over Army Radio 
on Friday, said the findings of the 
Agranat Commission were indivi- 
sible, and the report could certainly 
not be sent back to the Commis- 
sion. When it was formed, the Com- 
Mission won considerable praise; 
and It invested much work in the 
past months: “And I recommend 
to everyone to treat the Commis- 
sion with the utmost respect,” he 
said. 

Mr. Peres said the reason why 
the Commission report had not soft- 
ened the black mood was “tied to 
something awry in our party 
architecture."

Zeira to be offered 
another army post 


Jerusalem Post Military Correspondent 


Defence Minister Moshe Dayan 
intends offering former O.C. 
Military Intelligence, Aluf Eliyahu 
Zeira — who was removed from 
bis post on the recommendation 
of the Agranat Commission — 
another army post, it was reliably 
learrred over the weekend. Zeira 
was dropped from the job as 
chief ‘of intelligence for his in- 
correct assessment of intelligence 
information on the eve of the 
war — resulting in the LDF. 
being unprepared for the attack. 


Meanwhile, it was reported on 
Friday that former O.C. Southern 
Command, Aluf Shmuel Gonen, who 
has been relieved of ali military 
duties until the completion of the 
Agranat report. has agreed to a 
proposal from the Minister of De- 
fence that he take study leave. His 
future in the armed forces will be 
reassessed once the Agranat Com- 
mission submits its final findings. 

On Friday, Aluf Gonen requested 
an injunction from the High Court 
of Justice, against the findings of 
the Agranat Commission. 


He based his appeal on Paragraph 
15 of the Inquiry Commissions Law, 
which, he maintains, provides that 
8. commission must Inform a person 
if he is subject to suffer damage 
from Its inquiry or findings, and 
permit him or his attorney to at- 
tend its sessions. He asked that the 
Commission show cause why its 
findings, with regard to him, should 
not be cancelled. 

At the sume time, he applied for 
a temporary injunction barring im- 
plementation of the Commission's 
recommendations until the first ap- 
plication is settled. The applications 
were submitted by his attorneys, 
Baruch Shiffman and Yosef Livneh, 
before Justice Eliahu Manny. 

The application indicates that 
Aluf Gonen contacted the Commis- 
sion, through Mr. Shiffman, and 
asked that he be informed when

Drop in Soviet 
emigration due 
to October War’ 


WASHINGTON (JTA). The 
Soviet Government has presented a 
statement to the Senate on its emi- 
gration policy that declared lowered 
rates are the result of 

the October War. This was dis- 
elosed by Majority Leader Mike 
Mansfield (Democrat-Moatana) in 
a discussion with acting Minority 
Leader Robert Griffin (Republican-

The Soviet . statement, which 
Mansfield made public, said that 
33,500 Jews left the Soviet Union 
for Israel and 645 for the U-S. in 
1973.

The State Department's Board of Appellate Review 
ruled this month that the Herzlya man is entitled to 
dual nationaility, y. overruling :#n:eerller decision: by: the 
U.S. Passport Offi 

The complex egal "pattie affects 8. category of 
early immigrants from the U.S. which may include 
‘as many as three or four thousand Israelis, Most of 
these emigrated in the late 1940's or early 1950's, a 
period when it was believed impossible to retain U.S. 
citizenship while accepting another netionality. The 
U.S. Immigration Act of 1952 legislated that U.S. 
citizenship would be lost by any American who 
“obtamed nationality in a foreign state upon his 
own application.” 

Consequently, although many considered themselves 
permanent residents of Israel and, like the Herzliya 
man, fought in the War of Independence, they for- 
mally opted out of Israel nationality in order to 
preserve ‘their American standing. The Herzliya man, 
with two children now in the IDF, has lived and 
worked in Israel since 1948; but untll a few years 
ago, he did not possess Israeli citizenship. 

In the 1960's, a period of more flexible American 
nationality requirements, a policy was inatituted pro- 
viding for retention of U.S. citizenship by persons 
holding other nationalities -—- unless they took an 
affirmative action to apply for that foreign national- 
ity or to reject U.S. citizenship. 

Most of the Americans emigrating to Israel in the 


wake of the’ ‘1967 Six Day War were thus .abie under 
the Law ‘af the Return to gain JeraeH nationality 
without losing theb U.S: 

, But in an attempt to aid thane ‘earlier immigrants 
who had opted out of Israeli nationality, Israeli law 
was amended in 1968 to provide for a six-month 
period — from October 1968 March 1969 — 
during .which any permanent resident of Israel] who 
had previously opted out of Israeli citizenship could 
revoke that decision, or have it cancelled by the 
Minister of the Interior. 

The Herzliya man then decided to have his earlier 
opting-out decision cancelled, and took Israeli 
nationality. But when he requested a new U.S. pass- 
port in 1973, his request was denied by the U.S. 
Passport Office on the basis that the 1969 cancella- 
tion of his opting-out constituted expatriation. 

Working through American lawyers, he appealed 
that ruling, and for the past three years has battled 
with the Passport Office. His American attorney 
here described the Passport Office as an almost in- 
dependent flefdom, nominally under State Department 
authority, but run by a handful of “Neanderthal” 
officials, some of whom made openly anti-Semitic 
remarks in the course of the case. 

. The State Department Appellate Review Board 
finally took a similarly critical view of the Passport 
Office. In reviewing the Passport Office’s decision last 
month, it reversed the decision, and declared that 
“the appellant was sériously deprived of due process 
rights" and condemned the “course of conduct of the 
Passport Office attorneys.” 

The U.S. passport of the Herzliya man was then 
reissued, opening the way for other Israelis similarly 
penalized to join those U.S. immigrants who hold dual 
nattionality.

In Beirut, a leading Lebanese 
leftist political leader, Kamal Jun- 
biatt, yesterday said in an inter- 
view with “Al Anwar” that Egypt 
wants to maintain good relations 
with the Soviet Union, if only be- 
cause most of its weapons are 
Soviet-made. ‘But it is t's 
right to search for the solution that 
ensures Israeli withdrawal from alt 
occupied land, and this should not 
belittle anybody's role.” 

After retuming from a week-visit 
to Cairo, Junblatt charged that the 
Soviet Union has failed to replace 
the warplanes Egypt lost 
the October war. Junblatt, who 
had met Sadat, said that “the planes 
which Egypt lost in the October 
war have not been replaced by the 
Soviet Union, although America re- 
placed Israel's losses." 

Meanwhile, Middle East observers 
yesterday ruled out the possibility 
of an early reconciliation between 
Cairo and Moscow which the Egyp- 
tian magazine “Rose el-Yousef” said 
might materialize in a summit meet- 
ing in Cairo between the two sides 
in the next few weeks. In an un- 
sourced Geneva-datelined report, the 
magazine said that the meeting is 
being arranged as a result of an 
“important message" which Sadat 
received from the Soviet leaders 
last Tuesday. This would have been 
the day before he delivered his 
anti-Soviet speech at the students’ 
congress.

Terrorist bombing hits Britain 


LONDON (AP). — Scotland Yard 
launched a wationwide hunt for 
terrorist bombers who struck at 
London, Manchester and Birming- 
ham over the weekend and the 
Yard's bomb squad chief warned 
yesterday that there could be 
more explosions. 

Three policemen were injured in 
the northern industrial city of Man- 
chester on Saturday when one of 
the biggest bombs, 20 to 30 pounds 
of explosives in an airline flight 
bag, went off on the steps of a 
magistrates court. 

Two other large bombs went off 
in the centre of Birmingham, in 
the Midlands. One damaged an 
office building and the other de- 
Taolished a British rail signal box 
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and four nearby vans. There were 
no injuries. 

Earlier, 14 small incendiary de- 
vices ignited within an hour in 
London stores packed with Satur- 
day shoppers, but no one was hurt. 
Police were seeking a young man 
seen running from one of the 
stores with the righthand pocket 
of his jacket on fire. The jacket 
was later found at a building site. 

“We cannot overrule the possibil- 
ity that we will have. more attacks 
in London or elsewhere in the U.K,” 
Detective Chief Supt. James Neville, 
operational chief of Scotland Yard's 
bomb squad, said yesterday. He de- 
elined to make a statement on the 
source of the devices or the motives 
for the attacks.

Israel complains 


to U.N. on

UNITED NATIONS (JTA). — A 
spokesman for the Israel Mission 
to the U.N. accused Syria on Fri- 
day of repeatedly making false 
charges against Israel “in a feeble 
attempt to conceal daily Syrian 
violations of the cease-fire by con- 
tinuous acts' of aggression.” 

The spokesman made his state- 
ment in response to another Syrian 
letter to the UN. on Thursday 


with “daily violations of the cease- 
fire,” hitting “civilian targets” and 
U.N, observervations posts. 

The Israeli spokesman said these 
notes are all of a pattern and are 
obviously written without any re- 
ference to the true facts of the 
situation. The, spokesman said that 
“if they are relevant-at all, it is 
only in their self-exposure as a 
feeble attempt to conceal dally 
Syrian violations.” He said “this 
is corroborated dally by the record 
of U.N: Truce Supervision observers 
on the spot whose findings are 
totally ignored by the Syrian autho- 
Tities.”

WASHINGTON (JTA). — The in- 
flationary process in the U.S. will ap- 
parently result in Israel getting 
$155.8m. less than it had expected 
from the $2.2 billion in emergency 
aid which Congress approved last 
December at the request of President 
Nixon. 

This emerged last week after the 
Senate Armed Services Committee 
informed the Defence Department 
that $155.8m. of the $458.5m. in pro~ 
curement autherisation that the Pen- 
tagon has provided should be financ- 
ed by the transfer of the $155.8m. 
from the emergency aid earmarked 
for Israel. The $155.8m., a committee 
source told the JTA, represents the 
difference in cost between what wag 
originally spent to buy the materie] 
sent to Israel azid the amount it will 
now cost for the Pentagon to replace 
them in its stock.

Strategically, the Middle East is 
important because of two major fac- 
tors — one geographical and the 
other geological. Geographically, the 
Middle Bast is the corridor connect- 
ing the Bastern Hemisphere’s three 
major continents. It is the avenue 
through which a Soviet strategic line 
of communication to the Far East 
may be established. The advent of 
supertankers and intercontinental 
aireraft may have lessened the area's 
geographical importance, but cer- 
tainly has not elimimated it. In ad- 
dition, the eastern Mediterranean is 
vital to the defence of NATO's 
southern flank.

Middle East... One-third of the non- 
Communist world's supply of oil is 
projected to come from Saudi Arabia 
and Iran alone. 

Superimposed on these strategic 
considerations is the long-standing 
political commitment made by both 
the Congress and the President to 
the survival of Israel. The credibi- 
lity of this commitment, Ike all 
other U.S. international obligations, 
depends on the proven past record of 
performance by the U.S., including 
the performance of our Armed For- 
ces. Further complicating the situa- 
tion is the fact that the area is the 
birthplace of three of the world’s 
great religions. 

It is against this background that 
the varied, compound, and interdepen- 
dent objectives of the T.S. must be 
viewed, Peace and stability are our 
principal national objectives, and de- 
fusing the Middle East crisis is cen- 
tral to global security. This point, 
where the interests of major powers 
converge, hag ail the necessary in- 
gredients for being the cockpit for 
great power confrontation; and yet, 
there are political and military for- 
ces at work well outside the scope 
of the usual “Communist” and ‘Free 
World” interface. The area threatens 
to be the “Balkans” of the late 20th 
Century. 


Energy resources 


Second only to peace is the cru- 
cial need to insure access for both 
the U.S. and her allies to the energy 
resources of the area. 

A further U.S. goal remains the 
denial of hegemony over this stra- 
tegic area by the Soviet Union or 
any other power with interests ini- 
mical to the U.S. — ambitions not 
unknown to Russian history, Domi- 
nation of the area by such a power 
would endanger NATO's southern 
flank, reduce U.S. mobility, and en- 
danger our lines of communication. 
It also would sever the economic and 
military relationships we have so 
carefully nurtured in the interest of 
the region’s stability, progress, and 
independence. 

On October 6, 1973, the diversity, 
turmoil, mutual fear, and mistrust 
rampant in the region, again passed 
over the threshold of semi-controlled 
tension — neither war nor peace —

into conflict for the fourth time since 
Israel's founding. A combiried Arab 
force of over 2,000 tanks and 100,000 
infantry, engaged an as yet not fully 
mobilized Israeli force of about 400 
tanks and 5,000 infantry, simultan- 
eously, in the Sinai and on the Golan 
Heights. The conflict was violent and 
costly. 

‘When the cease-fire became effect- 
ive on October 24, 1973, the Israelis 
held the dominant terrain in the 
Golan Heights and a sizable new seg- 
ment of Syrian territory. On the Si- 
nai front, Israel had established a 
bridgehead across the Suez Canal 
and nearly surrounded the tian 
8rd Army of about 25,000 men, 

The Soviet Union had a naval 
force of 96 ships, including 29 mo- 
dern surface combatants and 28 
submarines, in the Mediterranean 
— at their peak strength — a force 
equal to the total number of such 
ships operated out of home by the 
USSR worldwide in 1969. 

There has been much commentary 
and repeated analysis of this con- 
flict, a great deal of which would 
give the impression that a new era 
of warfare has been entered and 
that the “lessons learned” are of 
such significance that new military 
texts are required. In my view, 
this impression is unjustified. Time- 
honoured strategic and tactical con- 
cepts have been underlined, rein- 
forced, and footnoted — not repealed 
or replaced. These footnotes to mili- 
tary history are, however, {mpor- 
tant and worthy of consideration. 

First, ready, in-being, deployed 
forces are essential to maintaining 
the territorial integrity of any area 
whose defence is required. The 
October War presented striking il- 
lustrations of two considerations 
which traditionally have supporte:! 
this concept. The Israeli Defence 
Force (IDF) intelligence organiza- 
tion possesses a well-deserved reput- 
ation for excellence; yet, the at- 
takers were able to achieve almost 
complete strategic surprise. They 
masked their preparations behind a 
facade of routine exercises, 8. care- 
fully politica? deception plan, a cloak 
of secrecy, and good’ communications 
security, including extensive secure 
landline communications. 

Military capability has been de- 
scribed as being the product of 
men, material, and morale, with 
the result that as any one factor 
approaches zero — capability ap- 
proaches zero. This war, like most, 
was decided primarily by the im- 


pact of leadership, ability, and 
training. 
The IDF faced a force with 


qualitative and quantitative advant- 
ages in equipment, quantitative ad- 
vantages in personnel, and the bene- 
fit of tactical surprise. The attack- 
ing force executed a thoroughly 
rehearsed simple’ plan and gained 
their initial objectives. However, the 
IDF ultimately achieved dominant 
positions on both fronts. 


Security success 


Adaptability and flexibility of 
leadership were characteristics very 
apparent in the IDF. The initiative 
displayed by officers of all ranks 
was often the key to success. IDF 
doctrine requires commanders to 
stay forward to "read the battle." 
Aithough the price was high, the 
advantages gained through decisive 
leadership at the critical moment 
made the losses worthwhile. On the 
other hand, the Egyptians and Sy- 
rians were well trained in manning 
Soviet equipment and executing So- 
viet tactics. 

This conflict reaffirmed that in 
the last analysis, the success or 
failure of an investment in national 
secority depends upon the ability 
to attract to the service of the 
country (both active and reserve) 
outstanding young men and women 
who will rise to positions of mili- 
tary leadership responsibility. There 
is a difference between leadership 
and ent. Leadership is of 
the spirit, compounded of personal- 
ity, vision, and training. Its practice 
is an art. Management is a science 
and of the mind. Managers are 
necessary; Jeaders are indispensable. 
We too, must continue to create 
and inspire military leaders — junior 
and. senior. 

Additionally, ‘the classic doctrine 
that the priority of employment of 
air assets must be given to gaining 
and maintaining alr superiority over 
the battlefield has been proven once 
again. Today, gaining air superiority 
includes defeating enemy SAMs in 
detail. Until enemy air defences are 
degraded, any application of aerial 
firepower will be costly, but the 
losses will go down as air defences 
are taken out. In the interim, 
ground forces must be capable of 
fighting with reduced reliance upon 
close air support. This can be ac- 
complished by continuing to equip 
and maintain a balanced, mutually 
supporting, combined arms team of 
infantry, artillery, and armour. 

The Soviet Union has devoted 
considerable effort toward develop- 
ment of a SAM and AAA capability. 
and in both Vietnam and the Middle 
East, has demonstrated a willing- 
ness to deploy SAMs and AAA ex- 
tensively outside the Soviet Union 


and Warsaw Pact countries. 

In both Egypt and Syria, SAM 
systems were well forward, with 
many firing units located within 


about 50 Imm. of the line of con-. 


tact. Additionally, massive numbers’ 
of SA-7 missiles (both hand-held 
and possibly mounted on BRDMs) 
and AAA guns were in the same 
area. Supporting these weapon sys- 
tems was a surveillance radar sys- 
tem providing complete overlapping 
coverage at all altitudes. This def-. 
ensive belt was both dense and 
thick. In order to achieve air su- 
perlority in the face of such def- 
ences, it is necessary to avoid, .sup- 
press, or destroy such systems. 
Standoff weapons can play a major 
role in this: effort. The Air Force 
is applying ‘special management ‘em- 


phasis to the accelerated develop-’ 


ment and procurement of systems. 
to suppress sir defences. 

On the other side of the coin, we 
kmow that a land army can provide: 
initial defence against a modern tac- 
tical air attack by extensive employ- 
ment of mobile, integrated surface- 
to-air missile systems; but for de- 
fence in depth, these ground force 
weapons must be complemented by 
air superiority fighters. We are de- 
veloping, therefore,- a programme 
to provide a more mobile, capable, 
and responsive family of battlefield 
‘air "defence weapons and are. ‘re- 
examining deployment tactics and

Critical U.S. shortages | 


Finally, the lessons and impact of 
the war with regard to direct U.S. 
operations should be addreysed. 
Three facets are of particular con- 
cern; supply levels and production 
base, mobility, and operating bases. 

Difficulties experienced as a re- 
sult of providing moderate quanti- 


ties of equipment and munitions to. 


Israel have emphasized the magni- 
tude of worldwide deficiencies in the 
level of arms, munitions, and war 
material maintained by the Us. 
These serious shortages of -specific 
types of munitions are compounded 
by distribution problems and inade- 
quate storage facilities overseas. 
Critical shortages of equipment and 
secondary items exist. New require- 
moents from future crises in South- 
east Asia, the Middle Bast, or else- 
where for ‘similar support would 
further complicate the problem and 
could degrade significantly our con- 
ventional deterrent. ~

strated that an efficient logistic 
system is the backbone of any sus- 
tained combat capability.

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New hotel loans are wasteful

Sir, — I read with great interest 
Dr. Ater's article of March 15. I 
also listened to interviews with Mr. 
Sapir on TV and radio concerning 
the 1974/75 budget. The repeated 
warnings of further belt-tightening 
make people wonder, especially those 
with large families, how many holes 
this belt ls supposed to have! 

I work in the hotel industry and 
I am certainly not divulging any 
secret when I say that the tourist 
trade has suffered a severe blow 
since the Yom Kippur War. This 
in addition to the noticeable de- 
cline already felt earlier, similar 
to the one in Europe, 

In Rehov Hayarkon in Tel Aviv, 
hotels are springing up like mush- 
rooms after the rain, and most of 
them with the help of large 
government loans. Even taking into 
consideration the fact that these 
buildings were started before the 
war, how can it be justified that 
one company which started to build 
a hotel before the war has now 
been permitted to start a second 
hotel at a distance of a kilometre 
from the first, in the same street 
and of the same category? 

Another phenomenon is the con- 
struction of a 600-room super-de- 
luxe hotel for which excavations 
have now commenced and which 
will involve the Government in a 
loan which could easily reach ILS0- 
100m. 

All this is taking place at atime 
when statistics show a room sur- 
plus in the hotel industry which 
will not be absorbed until the 
mid-1980's,, even if the anticipated 
10 per cent yearly increase is 
achieved. 

The sums involved may be ne- 
Bligible in the eyes of those ac- 
customed to deal in billions of 
pounds for the budget. However, it 
seems unjust to ask the population 
for restraint while the Government 
does not practise what it preaches.
